OAKLAND — The trial of 
Huey P. Newton, jailed leader 
of the Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense, will begin May 6. 


“Let the record show,” said » 


defense attorney Charles R. 
Garry in Alameda County Su- 
perior Court March 7, “‘that this 
does not give us the time to 
prepare the case adequately.” 

Newton is charged with the 
Oct. 28 slaying of one Oakland 
cop,’ the attempted murder of 
anofher, and with kidnaping a 
bystander to the pre-dawn al- 
tereation that left Newton with 
four gunshot wounds in his sto- 
mach. He has pleaded “not 
guilty.” 

“Preparation of this case is 
very difficult,” said Garry, “‘be- 
cause we don’t have at our dis- 
posal several hundred police of- 
ficers. Our forces and funds are 
very limited.” 


DEFENSE HARASSED 

The defense effort is ham- 
pered, Garry added, by the 
“harassment of persons working 
to raise funds for an adequate 
defense. Right and left they are 
being stopped by the police, who 
are also illegally breaking into 
their homes.”’ 

Garry pushed for a trial date 
at the end of June, but Judge 
Redmond C. Staats went along 
with prosecution arguments for 
an earlier date — and also de- 
nied a defense motion to obtain 
the list of prosecution witnesses 
kept under wraps ever since 
Newton’s arrest. 

“With no list of witnesses,” 
said Garry, ‘we cannot inter- 
rogate them or determine wheth-

Meanwhile, the Panthers are 
launching a massive community 
campaign to win financial and 
popular support for Newton’s 
defense and to build the Panther 
organization. 

After Newton's March 7 court 
appearance, a group of 125 
Panthers and supporters met on 
the courthouse steps to discuss 
ways to increase the momertum 
in the campaign built up during 
the February rallies headlining 
Stokely Carmichael and H.,Rap 
Brown. 


SEALE SPEAKS 

“We are going to go door to 
door in the black community,” 
said Bobby Seale, Panther chair- 
man. “We are going to mobilize 
the people. The people want in- 
formation about what is hap- 
pening to Huey.” 

In reference to mounting po- 
lice harassment of the Panthers, 
Seale said, “If any pig cops 
come into my house acting like 
thugs, they will be treated like 
thugs.

It is tragic that few neo le here in the Bay Area feel they fully under- 
' stand this case. Sone people, thinking thesiselves reasonable, begin by ask- 
‘ing, "Is Huey Newton guilty or not guilty of killing an Oakland policeman?" 

They're starting with the wrong question, and can only arrive at a deceptive 

answer. The first quostion that must be asked is, "Why wes Iluey Newton 

stopped by police on October 28, 1967?" We're not referring to the matter of 

traffic violations, trumped up or not. Wé are pointing to the fact thet for 

months arior to October, Huey Newton was frequently stopped by police without 
reasonable enuse. Not because he vas a poor driver, but beccuse he vas a good 
political leader relentlessly protesting police brutality~-the number one sore 
spot in the ghetto. His only "crimes" were advising arrested black peo»sle of 
their legal rights and sarrying, his. protest all the way to the state legis- 
lature. The Huey Nevton case is‘ not a. matter of hoodlum vs. peace officer; 

the issue is whether militant black leaders may dissent from the established 

power structure without constant haragsment and threat to their person.

| iS ad The Huey Newton trial is a political issue because Huey Newton is a 
brilliant political leader. His genius lies in his ability to translate black 
power, the concept of black self-determination and black self-identity, into 
concrete political action. With Bobby Seale, he created the Black. Panther 
Party for Self-Defense. While a law student at San Francisco Law School, Huey 
Newton decided to become a full-time organizer for the freedom and rights of 
his people. ee. 
- 
The Black Panther Party was formed in 1966. Since its inception, the 
Party has confronted institutional abpects of white racism, from irresponsible 
police power to inadequate ghetto schools. Prior to 1966 a coalition of liber- 
al whites and blacks (brought tagether by the Watts incident) had been unable 
to obtain a civilian review board for Oakland. minority residents remained wita: 
out an adequate system of grievances. Into this flammable situation stepped 
the Black Panther Party, and began legal monitoring of police activities. The 
main activities of the Panthers have continued to be political and educational. 
It woulda be difficult to estimate the number of people, both black and white, 
who have gained an apvreciation of Black Power through the speeches und wrie- 
tings of: Party leaders. Even the much publicized (and often misunderstood) 
advocacy of armed self-defense was primarily an educational strategy. by 
carrying guns, Panther memberga showed the black community that it had a Con- 
~ gtitutional right to bear arms, Further, the image of manhood so vital to 
oppressed people was ‘enhanced by the bearing of arms. It is clear that the 
- Panthers have absoautely no intention of using guns in an aggressive wanner; 
their influence in the Bay Area has been used to cool syontaneous violence. 
Yet they are aware of the fact that power speaks: white authorities tread 
lightly where there is evidence. of armed self-defense. The Black Panther Party 
continues to bravely articulate the grievances and hopes of black people, while 
bearing ‘the brunt of white hostility and repression. %

1. ter The BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BP), a militant Negro-neo-political party, 
originated in early 1965 in Lowndes County, Alabama, under the guidance of 
the STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC). The BP, conceived as 
a local organization to assist Negroes to register to vote, has expanded to 
other geographic areas and has broadened its aims to include the formation 
of a non-white political party based on the principles of "black power" and 
black nationalism. 


2. %& Each of the three largest branches was formed by a different organi- 
zation and operates independently of one another. The New York City branch 
which has the largest membership of approximately 800, was formed by the 
REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT (RAM). This branch appears to be the best 
organized and the most militant, but lack of funds and internal difficulties 
have kept the New York City branch fairly inactive. The San Francisco branch 
was formed by the YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE (YSA) and the SOCIALIST WORKERS 
PARTY (SWP) under the name of the BLACK PANTHER PARTY FOR SELF-DEFENSE (BPSD). 
The leaders of BPSD are reportedly trying to pattern their organization after 
the "Red Guard" forces of MAO TSE TUNG, BPSD members have carried weapons 
openly in public. In May 1967, BPSD members forced their way into a session 
of the California State Legislature at Sacramento, California and reportedly 
brandished weapons in a threatening manner. The Alabama branch is under the 
leadership of Stokely CARMICHAEL, a SNCC functionary. Originally formed as a 
Negro political assistance group, the Alabama branch has emerged as a militant 
Negro political party. 


3. 8) The revolutionary aims of the BP have been exploited by Communist, 
Socialist, and other black nationalist groups. Most of the BP membership is 
made up of members of other groups like the NATION OF ISLAM (NOI), RAM, SNCC, 
SWP, and YSA, The many different factions which form the BP groups contribute 
greatly to internal problems in each branch. BP leaders urge its members to 
arm and be prepared for violence. The organization also allegedly provides 
instruction in revolutionary tactics, use of arms and home-made bombs, and 
minor acts of sabotage. 


4. QR In addition to the already established groups, reports indicate that 
BP groups may be forming in Philadelphia and Chicago.

A source advised that the Rlack Panther Party for 

Self Defense (BPPSD) was formed by HUEY PERCY NEWTON, Minister 
of Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in December, 1966, 
as a militant black nationalist political organization to combat 
“police brutality,’ to unite militant black youth, and to 
determine the destiny of black communities. The political 
philosophy was taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of 
Communist China and black militant writers. 


In March, 1968, the namexof the organization was 
changed to Black Panther Party (BPP). 

The official BPP vublication, “The Black Panther 
Party - Black Community News Service,’ states that the BPP 
advocates use of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent 
revolutionary program to end oppression of black people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRINGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, ennounced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of 
Justice, BPP, upon FH. RAP BROWN, Chairman of SNCC. 


SNCC is a militant Negro organization 
which preaches black supremacy. 


NEWTON, aforementioned, is incarcerated in the Alameda 
County Jail, Oakland, California, awaiting trial on charge of 
murder of an Oakland police officer. 


Headquarters of BPP and Huey P. Newton Defense Funa 
are located at 4421 Grove Street, Oakland, California. 
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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


; Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360 - 362 
Nelson Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate and foster the growth of local pro- 
test movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement 
which erupted across the South beginning on February 1, 1960. 
A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating Southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, 1960. 


A source has advised that in May, 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected National Chairman by the Central 
Committee. In May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced as Chairman 
by H. RAP BROWN, with CARMICHAEL assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August, 1967, at 
the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL participated in 
the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, CARMICHAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam. He 
returned to the United States in December, 1967, at which 
time his passport was picked up because of travel to unauthorized 
countries, . 


A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chairman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights and to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the American Government 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft and 
to the United States involvement in Vietnam. 


Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It ad- 
vocates that to be successful it is necessary to develop a 
revolutionary ideology and revolutionary program. 


On August 13, 1967, while addressing a group in the 
Watts area of Los Angeles, California, H. RAP BROWN said, ‘You 
better shape up America, or we'll burn you down." Later in 
February, 1968, in a publicized note BROWN wrote, “America, 
if it takes my death to organize my people to revolt against 
you and to organize your jails to revolt against you and to 
organize your children, your God, your poor, your country, 
and to organize mankind to rejoice in your destruction and ruin, 
then here's my life.”

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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE (known in 

the San Francisco.Bay Area as the 

Bay Area Young Socialist Alliance, aka 
the Bay Area Committee of the Young 
Socialist Alliance, Bay Area Committee 


for the Young Socialist) 


A source advised on May 16, 1960, that the Bay Area 
Young Socialist Alliance (BAYSA) was formed in February, 1958, 
as the Bay Area Committee for the Young Socialist (BACYS).At 
a later stage in its development prior to adoption of the name 
BAYSA, the organization was known as the Bay Area Committee of 
the Young Socialist Alliance (BACYSA). 


The source advised that as a result of a national 
convention held April 15-17, 1960, at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
the BAYSA became a branch of the national organization to be 
known as the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) and will carry out 
in the Northern California area the policies of the YSA. 


A second source advised May 1, 1967, that the BAYSA 
is currently active and is composed of two locals: The San 
Francisco YSA and the Berkeley YSA. 


The first source advised on May 1, 1967, that the 
BAYSA, although ostensibly. an independent organization, is in - 
reality controlled by the San Francisco Branch, Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) and the Oakland Branch, SWP. 


The SWP has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


APPENDIX 
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_YCUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May, 1960 issue of the “Young Socialist" (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, 
a national organization entitled "The Young Secialist Alliance" 
(YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nation- 
wide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding Declaratior — 
of the YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes 
the Socialist Workers Party (SPW) as the only existing political 
leadership on class struggle principles of revolutionary social- 
ism. 


On March 10, 1967, a source advised that the YSA was 
formed during 1957, by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The source fur- 
ther advised that the YSA has recently become more open about 
admitting that it is the youth group of the SWP and that the 
SWP representative has publicly stated that the YSA is the 
SYIP's youth group. 


The headquarters of the YSA are located in Rooms 532-536, 
42 Union Square West, New York City. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


A characterization of “Young Socialist’ 
is set out separately. 


APPENDIX 
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“YOUNG SOCIALIST" 


The “Young Socialist‘! is a magazine published five 
times a year by the Young Socialist Alliance. The October, 1964, 
edition, the initial edition utilizing the magazine format, relates 
that this magazine succeeds the ‘‘Young Socialist" newspaper in an 
effort to provide “more facts on more general issues than a small 
newspaper can.”

A source advised that the Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense (BPPSD) was formed by EUEY PERCY NEWTON, Minister 
of Defense, and BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, Chairman, in December, 1966, 
as a militant black nationalist political organization to combat 
“police brutality,” to unite militant black youth, and to 
determine the destiny of black communities. The political 
philosophy was taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of 
Communist China and black militant writers. 


In March, 1968, the namex.of the organization was 
changed to Black Panther Party (BPP). 


The official BPP publication, “The black Panther 
Party - Black Community News Service," states that the BPP 
advocates use of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent 
revolutionary program to end oppression of black people. 


On February 17, 1968, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, ennounced merger of the SPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of 
Justice, BPP, upon HH. RAP BROWN, Chairman of SNCC. 


SNCC is a militant Negro organization 
which preaches black supremacy.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an asscciation 
of young people on the left and has a current program of pro- 
testing the'draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status, denouncing United States in- 
tervention in the war in Vietnam and to "padically transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. GUS HALL, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the 
SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 
"going for‘us." At the June, 1965 SDS National Convention, an 
anti-communist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 
In the October 7, 1966 issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are some 
communists in SDS and they are welcome. The National Head- _ 
quarters:of this organization as of April 18,1967, was located 
in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
‘Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360 - 362 
Nelson Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate and foster the growth of local pro- 
test movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement 
which erupted across the South beginning on February 1, 1960. 
A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating Southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, 1960. 


A source has advised that in May, 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected National Chairman by the Central 
Committee. In May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced as Chairman 
by H. RAP BROWN, with CARMICHAEL assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August, 1967, at 
the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL participated in 
the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, CARMICHAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam. He 
returned to the United States in December, 1967, at which 
time his passport was picked up because of travel to unauthorized 
countries. 


A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chairman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights and to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the American Government 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft and 
to the United States involvement in Vietnam. 


Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It ad- 
vocates that to be successful it is necessary to develop a 
revolutionary ideology and revolutionary program. 


On August 13, 1967, while addressing a group in the 
Watts area of Los Angeles, California, H. RAP BROWN said, “You 
better shape up America, or we'll burn you down." Later in 
February, 1968, in a publicized note BROWN wrote, "America, 
if it takes my death to organize my people to revolt against 
you and to organize your jails to revolt against you and to 
organize your children, your God, your poor, your country, 
and to organize mankind to rejoice in your destruction and ruin, 
then here's my life.’

On March 10, 1967, a-source advised that the YSA was 
formed during 1957, by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP, The source further 
advised that the YSA has recently become more open about 
admitting that it is the yough group of the SWP and that an SWP 
representative has publicly stated that the ots is the SWP's 
youth group.

Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
| California, to organize black people so they can take control

It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 

Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 

' serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years ona conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." ° 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that "political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 


States.

of revolutionary socialism, 


On March 10, 1967, a source advised that the YSA was 
formed during 1957, by youth of various left socialist 
tendencies, particularly members end followers of the SWP. The

When the program started, the master of ceremonies, 
who was dressed as a minister, stated that the accent of the 
program was to get money to help free Huey P. Newton. Two 
separate collections were made -- one for Newton's defense 

‘and efforts: to free him-and another for the BPP program of 
providing breakfast for young school children. It was announced 
that Dr. Phillip Shapiro gave $1,900 to the Newton fund and

; A third source advised that approximately 2,000 
attended the Huey P. Newton celebration at the Bérkeley 
Community Theater on February 16, 1969. This source estimated 
the crowd at approximately one-half Negro. He stated that 
speakers included Bobby Seale, Kathleen Cleaver, Roger Alvarado 
of the Third World Liberation Front (TWLF) and Tom Hayden. -: 

A movie called "Prelude to’ Revolution" and a taped message 
from Huey Newton were part of the program. < 


This third source estimated that $11,000 was raised 
at this affair, part of it being a single $6,000 donation by 
a woman named Evelyn, who was introduced as a BPP member. 

It was stated that she had raised the money through her own 
efforts. Donations were also made by the Communist Party of 
Berkeley - $50, Communist Party of Marin - $50, Dr. Phillip 
Shapiro gave $1,100. 


An article appearing in’the February 17, 1969 issue 
of the San Francisco "Chronicle", San Francisco, California, 
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identified a Negro minister who acted as master of ceremonies 
at the February 16th birthday celebration as Reverend Earl 
Neil, an Episcopal priest. 


On February 18, 1969, Sergeant Stanley White, In- 
telligence Unit of the Oakland Police Department, advised that 
if the BPP had intended to effect a nationwide strike at , 
Negro high schools on February 17, 1963 in celebration of 
Huey P. Newton's birthday, their efforts fell short as no- 
significant absences were noted from Oakland schools on

GREEN told PATTERSON that a young Negro named 
SIMON JEFFRIES, who had recently joined the CP, was 
involved in activities of the Black Panther Party (BPP), 
of Baltimore. 


PATTERSON then stated that he had a close relation-. 
ship with the top leadership of the BPP in California and 
had spent 5 months there in 1968, and had helped prepare 
the defense of HUEY NEWTON. 


‘ PATTERSON stated that ie was responsible for 
the organization of the Defense Committee of the BPP 
on the West Coast and the BPP there wanted PATTERSON to return 
to the West Coast and help them in other ways. PATTERSON 
said he was flying out the following Thursday and would 
be in contact.with: the top leadership of the BPP on the 
West Coast. 


PATTERSON said that the CP should not write 
off the BPP, but*they needed help in ridding their 
organization of police and PBI informants.
